i*ll he talking to *^im before I nail this. I dirt not phone him last night after reading 
your 10/e Army Intelligence memo because he has a touch of' the flu and did not went to 
risk waking him if he were abed, larticularly because he also has pleurisy end that can 
very much interfere with sleep. 

After writing ycu and before falling asleep I thought more and decided to let the BJ 
know about this. First this a.m. I wrote then the litigation chief with whom we've 
bssen dealing. All I’ve used of your memo is the quote from the first FHInrecord, of the 
fiidell card, to establish continued FBI withholding from me. As I think I told you Jim put 
such allegations in a special context in C.A.75-1996 and has it in the record before the 
judge and should there be an appeal, available to that court after appeal. 

Then I had to get a little exercise, as I’ll explain. After that Iwent over the Army 
FOIA/PA file to which ^ had easiest eccesso From the content it is incomplete* I have more* 
But I have it over the signature of Boulanger of the Army that as of 1971 they had no JFK 
files. Since then and from various components to and including this year the same and other 
denials of any records. However, from a civilian about to retire I learned that there is 
a record of prior existence. These denials include Fort Meads. Before you can receive this 
the right people in DJ will know. They also know that ^im and I are willing to take time 
and make an effort to avoid suit. Sow bear in mind that they represent the entire govern— 
ment in FGxA suits, not just DJ and FBI, their current client with us. Also bear in mind 
tint they are to the ears in nesdlsss suits and many official dishonesties in them. They 
have motive for cleaning some of this up. is not unlikely that they have some respon- 
sibility for the coming releases of the supposedly entire JFK file. (Ou this is you have 
kept a list of file numbers that could be very useful.) Thus there is the possibility that 
perhaps we can force other releases, more now since the other agencies will consider that 
the sheer volume of the FBI’s will obscure anything in their records. If we can establish 
that the Army did not lie to ms, that it did in fact destroy its JFK records, that would 
be important. ®his is one of the reasons I asked you not to tell anyone, in particular not 
to tell the committee, which I do not trust sad have no reason.;, to *>-•■* nk 0 f trusting. 

Besides, it is now playing the p.r. game, to come up with enough to intimidate the Congress 
in, to continuing then. There is nothing in their record to lead me to believe they will be 
other than as irresponsible when that time conies. Whatever your feeling - could they be 
longings ? <• I oeliave that from their experiences ana what they have observed Jim 
Howard will say substantially what I am saying. If these assassins did not establish what 
wea are now dealing with in the first uouiL of their life on that basis alone they are 
hoelessly incompetent or what is much worse, determined to avoid what we cannot agree to 
their avoiding. You appear from your memos not to have recognized this determination - and 
it i3 also a predetermination - of the committees of the past. 

You do your thing your way, think what you want to think. Because of their record and 
because they have given me a Hay conflict I can have nothing to do with thorn unless and 
until they eliminate tnafc conflict. The confession this would require .of them maices it 
quite unlikely if not impossible. 

i do not have ready access to all ay files. I looked for one I’m sure I established for 
your lists arid comments on them and find I do not know where it is. -^his all requires further 
explanation because otherwise it won’t make sense to you. 

My officers so crowded, particularly with file cabinets, it is not easy to move 
around in it. *t is a small office to begin, with. I’ve had to block the doors to the porch, 
which I always kept open in hot weather, with file cabinets/. They even partly block the 
small air conditioner. My office is at an end of the house, as you nay recall, and the 
other air conditioners cannot blow cool air into it.

Estimating what I would be less likely to 
need has been neither easy nor always anourat*. What I took to the- basement was sometimes 
proven to be files I should not have taken down there. 



Were- all of that systematized there would still be time when I'd not have ready 
access because there are times when stairs are contra-indicated. limes when I’m woozy, 
tises when this hits me suddenly, unexpectedly. 



Early this year new troubles developed. Again diagnosis was late in coning, then

While <iMn g 
this ’ and wondering if i*ve lest myself, 1 each time X was interrupted by the phone I also 
went out and dragged firewood to the house. Not too much, to learn how much I ean do 
safety . ^ranches trimmed of L by a friend who cut some trees down so »« can use the fireplace. 
Surprising how much we can. With the temperature yesterday not so much saassi above freezing 
i had the iuraace off most of the day ana entirely during the bciow-f reusing night. I turned 
it on this morning only -long enoug to warm the house to 60 for nil when she awakened. 

When she did and came to the living— kitchen area it was waiter, warm Giiough. Cf course 
the amount af wood I salvage from limbs is inconsequential, but it sure as hell is lass 
bo;cing than wlaking up and down the lane, ths only earlier czerciss. But whatever I do it 
is a major intrusion into other work and a real interference with concentration. 



% recollections of where I have put things are less clear than they used to be. Whether 
the circulatory problems contribute to this or not, there was kors than enough before so 
recalling was never easy. 

With this j- s ai seeking to let you know that today there are more limits on what I can 
ndhrtake, fewer paths I can try to follow, together with new needs if I as to be able to 
do well what I am doing. 



It will ba loss than a week before I know whether the fact of the rep.leose of those 
F3.[ tiled prior to your 10/8 memo on them has the significance I can sec in them. It may 
an’ wh&t I'm trying to do with then nay not yield what 1 think it can. However, I am certain 
of the decision to make that effort and it is begun. 



*bat concerns me more ana leads ms- to talcs this tins for explanation-: that retrain far 
from complete is a greater concern, that this could have bean unknown to me for so Hong 
and that you had no independent means of being aware of any potential in it aa it could 
relate to what Jim and I are into. I balisv© both gttv he and Howard will agree that it 
is possible that tnis can also be used in connection wish the recent personal records on 
ma that Howard and I have obtained from both GSA and Archives. *n this I mean interns of 
yielding other records as well a3 in limning their rola in all of this. There now is no 
question but what they have been other than scholarly, even honest. There is no question in 
my sand that it could have made a significant difference if and 1 iiad known of this 
release two days after your nemo is dated. This is not because sf its content but because 
of the legal relaities that content and the fact of the release address. 



While I aa not looking for aayihiag estrss to read and with my minuscule income can’t 
afford any other expenses I would like to learn from this and avoid any possibility of 
repetition..
